Subject.— Import of “Dates’ (S. No. 21(b) /IV) from Iraq during Oetobei , 1908— 
September, 1969 licensing period, on annual bans. 

No. 131-ITC (PN) / 69. —Attention of importers is invited to paragraph 2 of 
Ministry of Foreign Trade and Supply Public Notice No. 101-ITCtPN)/69. dated 
20th June, 1969, according to which the validity of impArt licences for “Dates” 
from Iraq issued during October, 1968—September. 1969 licensing period was extendcJ 
upto 31st August, 1969. 

2 On a review of the position it has been decided that the va’idity period of 
unutilised/partially utilised licences issued for import of “Dates” from Iraq dur¬ 
ing October, 1968—September, 1969 period, may be deemed to have been extend¬ 
ed upto the 30th September, 1969, No endorsement to this effect is necessary to 
be made on the licences by the licensing authority concerned. The Customs 
authorities will allow clearance within the extended date on the basis of this 
Public Notice, if the imports are otherwise in order.
